the Mayor thereupon stated that all persons desiring to protest against the levy-

ing of assessments against abutting property on the above mentioned street and

within the limits above stated, or who desired to be heard with reference to the

amount proposed to be assessed against said property, the owners thereof, the

lien and liability thereof, the special benefits to the property and the owners

thereof, or any other matters or things authorized by the provisions of Article

XXIV of the Charter of the City of Austin to be urged and considered at this

hearing, would now be heard from and thereupon all parties protesting were heard

by the Council as follows;

On Ouadalupe Street from Sixth to Eighth Streets, aeairiet the widening of

the street; also the repavlng of portion of street already paved:

On Ouadalupe Street from Eighth to Nineteenth Streets, Mies Sffle Whltehand

protested that her property would not be enhanced in value; that she would have

to mortgage same to pay for the paving; and that the noise resulting from increas-

ed traffic and the heat reflected from the pavment would be unbearable.

Thereupon L. A. Robblns and Gillespie Stacy were each called as a witness

and each testified that he has resided In the City of Austin several years; that

he is a real estate agent and Is well acquainted with the values of the property

abutting upon each of the Units or Districts as to which this hearing was being

held; that he is acquainted with the type of paving which is proposed to be con-
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struoted upon said Units or Districts at to whloh this hearing was being

htld; and that In his opinion eaoh parcel of abutting property would be
enhanced in value by reason of the construction of the proposed Improvements

in an amount in excess of the amount propoeed to be assessed against the same,

as set out on the Engineer's Roll on file relating to such Units ox Districts

of Improvement.

Said gas main described above is to have a cover of not lees than 3 feet
in Duval Street and not less than 2 feet elsewhere*

addition to maintenance of the light barrier herein described, to confine

his operations to the west aide of the alley in such a manner that no stored

materials or equipment would become an obstruction in the event that a fire

truck should wish to gain acoeaa to the alley*

(9) That the Oontraotor will be required to cooperate and assist in carry-

ing supplies to and from Vose & Xoooh Company and assist the City Trash and

Garbage Department in removing trash and refuse from the rear of the

Voos & Koooh building*

(10) That the Oontraotor shall furnish the Olty of Austin a surety bond

in the sum of Ten Thousand (ftio,000*00) Dollars whloh shall protect, Indemnlf
